The rally routes originated at 
John O’Groats, the northern tip of 
Scotland; Stavenger, Norway, and 
Uinea, Sweden; 
Tallinn. 
Estonia; 
Athens, Greece; 
Bucharest, 
Rou- 
inanla, and Palermo, Sicily. 
How They Routed Them 
The course originating in Scot­ 
land crossed England to Folkestone, 
and 
continued 
from 
Boulogne 
through Fiance to Monte Carlo. 
The two routes originating on the 
Scandinavian peninsula 
joined at 
Copenhagen and continued through 
Germany and France to the finish. 
T hat starting 
at 
Athena 
waJ 
routed through

France. From Bucharest another 
route lay through 
Czechoslovakia, 
Germany, Belgium and France.
